Washington, July 22.— General Miles, 
leading the military expedition against 
Porto Rico, started at 3 o'clock Thurs- 
day afternoon from Siboney, Cuba, for 
the point on the island of Porto Rico 
where it is the intention that the 
troop3 shall land. 

It is expected that General Milea will 
wait at some appointed spot on the 
route for the expeditions from Tampa, 
Newport News and New York to fall 
Into bis column. 

These expeditions are already under 
way, some of them with two or three 
days' start of General Miles, so that 
the delay should not be very great. 

After all the difficulty about the na- 
val convoy, and the first conclusion 
of the naval authorities that none was 
necessary, the strength of that now 
furnished is surprising. 

There is s battleship of the first- 
class, an effective protected cruiser, a 
speedy and well armed gunboat and 
four auxiliary vessels of the navy 
which have already proved by their 
performance In Cuban waters that 
they are fully equal to the ordinary 
gunboat in offensive powers. 

Secretary Alger believes that Gen- 
eral Miles will arrive at his destination 
Sunday morning with 3,000 men under 
his immediate command. A day later 
will come 4,000 men on transports and 

f» day following that 3,500 more. 
Whether the landing will be deferred 
til the arrival of this entire force 
or whether General Miles will take 
the initiative and hoist the flag him- 
self on Porto Rican soil is left to the 
discretion of that officer.

Neither the state nor navy depart- 
ment looks for any embarrassment 
from European quarters outside of 
Spain aa a result of tbe naval move- 
ment against the peninsula. During 
the day orders were sent to Norfolk 
to hurry forward work on the colliers 
which are to accompany the Watson 
expedition. 

Had the army troopships been able 
to go to Porto Rico without a navel 
convoy, the Watson squadron could 
have got away within the next few 
days, as the war board had wished to 
close all preliminaries by next Sat- 
urday. But as tbe battleship Massa- 
chusetts, cruisers Columbia Cincin- 
nati, Dixie and Yale, together with 
several lesser craft, were considered 
necessary as a patrol for the Miles' 
expedition, this changes the plans 
slightly. 

The Elxle is almost certain to be in 
the Watson sr Madron, and the Massa- 
chusetts Is likely to be. Secretary 
Long expressly says, however, that 
the delay of the Watson squadron is 
Incident to convoying the troops to 
Porto Rico and does not mean that 
the start will be postponed until the 
Porto Rico operations are concluded. 

The report from Barcelona that the 
people were so fearful of the approach 
of the Watson squadron that they 
were urging France to establish a 
protectorate over all the Catalcna dis- 
trict, including Barcelona, was dis- 
missed by "delate and by members of 
the diplomatic corps best informed on 
the affairs of France, as fantastic 
speculation, quite unwarranted by any 
actual movement now on foot. It is 
said to be thoroughly well establlshel 
that France Is not lending a helping 
hand to Spain In any of her auctions. 

An Important Report. 

Washington, July 22. — The navy de- 
partment has obtained a very striking 
conception of the tremendous power of 
a shell bursting within the inclosure 
of a battleship, from a report which 
has Just been received at the depart- 
ment from Captain Taylor of the Indi- 
ana. Aside from the actual bursting 
energy of the shell described by Cap- 
tain Taylor, It is perceived from his 
report that great danger was experi- 
enced from fire, owing to the fact thai 
the Indiana is not, like some of the 
battleships of later construction, fitted 
with fireproof wood throughout It is 
safe to assume that this report, taken 
in connection with the destruction of 
the Spanish vessels in large part by 
fire off Santiago, will lead the navy de- 
partment to redouble Instead of relax 
Its efforts to protect the American 
warsLips against Are by all known 
scientific means. 

1'HDWrni Cloned. 

Chlckamauga, Ga, July 22.— Persist- 
ent petitioning and letter] writing by 
wives and mothers of the soldiers has 
had the effect of closing up three of 
the regimental canteens at Camp 
Thomas.

encies is modified so far as to permit 
postal communication between the 
United States and Santi ago, Cuba"

Mont of the VassalS Can Be Saved 
Deati urtlon. 

Seattle, Wash., July 22.— A member 
of the Bear relief expedition Writes 
from Point Barrow under d-ite of 
March 27 continuing the news receiv- 
from Captain 'iuttle that the impris- 
oned whalers had been reached and 
that they were belter off than had 
been expected. 

Most of the vessels can be saved and 
the men have not suffered seriously, 
having subsisted on fish and wild rein- 
deer. 

There were 100 men quartered at 
Cape Smythe, 76 of these In the old 
Kelly house and the remainder divided 
up between Charlie Brower's and the 
old refuge station now run by Pro- 
fessor Mcllheny. They were in want 
of food and clothing, which were at 
once supplied. 

Lieutenant Jarvls, who led the land 
expedition which arrived at Port Bar- 
row ahead of the Bear, made nearly 
2,000 miles in 102 days, and his arrival 
put an end to the ice-locked men. He 
first boarded the Belvldere and was 
greeted by Captain Nillard, who at 
once Informed him of the condition of 
the fleet. The arrival of tame reindeer 
and of the Bear party put an end to 
the fears of the men. and there is no 
danger of further distress. 



A Tricky Contract. 

Washington, July 22. — In a report to 
the state department United States 
Consul Dudley at Vancouver, B. C. 
says that care should be taken by those 
who contemplate going to the gold 
fields in entering into transportation 
contracts. Certain companies have ob- 
tained a considerable sum of money 
(generally $500 for each person) upon 
very ingeniously worded contracts that 
the persons paying should be transport- 
ed to the gold fields In the north with 
all necessary outfit furnished and ex- 
penses paid. In three cases in which 
men have paid their money they have 
been brought at slight expenses to 
Vancouver and other ports and then 
abandoned. 

Social Clul>* Kxetnpt. 

Washington. July 22. — The commis- 
sioner of Internal revenue in a decision 
holds that although a social club sell- 
ing wines and liquors to its members 
and their guests Is required to pay a 
special tax as a retail liquor dealer, it 
is not required to pay special tax as a 
proprietor of a billiard room, as the 
new law specifically states that it re- 
lates only to bowling alleys and bil- 
liard rooms open to the public. 

Louisville, July 22.— Dr. Smock, who 
is investigating the smallpox situation 
at McKee, Jackson county, is indig- 
ent over the county court there. He 
says the court and citizens as well ut- 
terly refuse to furnish financial aid to 
the local hoard of health to help in 
stamping out smallpox in that section. 
A member of the Jackson county court 
said: "If it really is smallpox, the 
Lord had sent it, and the Lord would 
take it away " Dr. Smock found the 
situation very grave, and the disease 
Is spreading. 

The Bedford Contribution. 

Bedford. Ind., July 22.— Jamas 
Whitted, living near here, killed a gar- 
ter snake iu which, upon dissecting, 
he found 4,600 young garters, whiota 
had taken refuge down their mother's 
throat. Mr. Whitted Is backed by a 
number of reliable neighbors who wit 
nessed the killing of the parent snake 
and its progeny. 

No Pardon For Blanks. 

Frankfort, Ky., July 22.— Governor 
Bradley overruled the petition for the 
pardon of Bob Blanks, sentenced to be 
hung at Mayfleld for rape. Governor 
Bradley sent soldiers to protect Blanks 
from being hung by a mob. 

A Long Racer Killed. 

Dillsboro, Ind., July 22— Louis Veite 
of this place, while at his farm on 
Hogan's Hill, killed a blue racer which 
measured 18 feet and 11 inches in 
length. 

Will Remain In Cuba. 

Washington, July 22.— Secretary Al- 
ger said that the troops which were in 
the engagements at Santiago would not 
be sent to Porto Rico, and there was 
no desire to use them there. They will 
remain in Cuba until yellow fever has 
been entirely stamped out General 
Miles did not think it advisable to take 
any troops to Porto Rico that were lia- 
ble to have contracted fever, and In 
this the department concurred. 

Too Longeat Tow. 
San Francisco, July 22.— The gunboat 
Iroquois is about to make the longest 
tow ever undertaken. She is to haul 
the ship Tacoma from San Francisco 
to Manilla by the way of Honolulu, a 
distance of about 6,400 miles.

Has Arrived.

BOMBARDMENT OCCURS AT ONCE 



New* of the Annihilation of Admiral 
Cervera'* Fleet Ha* Caused the 
Spaniard* to Lo»e Hope and 
It I> Thought They 
Will Surrender. 



Hongkong. July 22.— The German 
6teamer Wuten at this port from Ca- 
vlte reports that the United States 
transport China with American rein- 
forcements for Admiral Dewey arrived 
at Cavite on Saturday last. 

The Wuten also brought the news 
that no advance had bu'.i made by the 
American forces. Thty were awaiting 
the coming of General Merritt, who 
was expected to reach the place within 
ten days. 

Letters received here from Cavite, 
dated July 18. say that the American 
transports have hoisted the American 
flag on an island supposed to be 
Watts Island. 

General Aguinaldo has organized the 
Philippine cabinet at Bacoor, with the 
following personnel: President of the 
council, General Aguinaldo; secretary 
of war. Baldimiro Aguinaldo. nephew 
of General Aguinaldo: secretary of the 
interior. Leandre Ibarara; secretary of 
state. Mariano Trial. 

A Cavite letter dated July 17 says 
that General Anserson has quartered 
the California battalion at Paranaqur 
several miles from Manilla. The 
blockade is effective and mails are not 
allowed to enter Manilla except by 
warships. 

A Manilla letter dated July 18 says 
that unless the Spaniards surrender 
In the meantime. Rear Admiral Dewey 
will bombard the fortifications of Man- 
illa by the end of this week, provided 
the troops are ready to take possession 
immediately. 

The First regiment is already In the 
field at Paranaque, two miles from 
Manilla 

The Spaniards are reported to have 
been buoyed up by the hope that the 
Cadiz fleet, due here on the 16th, would 
arrive soon, but the news of the de- 
struction of Admiral Cervera's squad- 
ron, brought by the Japanese cruiser 
Nanaiwa, may lead them to surrender 
The insurgents are constantly har- 
assing the Spaniards on both sides 
of the city, but they are checked by 
the big guns of the Malate and Santa 
Miaa forts. 

The second detachment of the Amer- 
ican expeditionary force arrived In ex- 
cellent condition, though four died on 
the voyage. 

A Manilla letter dater July 17 says a 
Spanish steamer, the Vosol, having 
on board a native crew from the 
Visayes islands, southerners, is now in 
tbe hands of the insurgents. 

The crew revolted, killed the Span- 
ish officers and re.i heri Tayabao in 
the southern psrt of the island of 
Luzon, but there they quarreled with 
Tagalon Insurgents and returned to 
Iloilo, which is looked upon as in- 
dicating that the Visayes are uniting 
to join the Talagons. 

In any case It is considered certain 
that the Philippine Islands will never 
be amalgamated and that they will 
never return to Spanish rule. There- 
fore the only alternative In the opin- 
ion of the best Informed people here 
la foreign rule— American or British. 

New* Received at Manilla. 

Manilla, July 22.— The news of the 
destruction of Admiral Cervera's fleet 
at Santiago de Cuba was received at 
Manilla July 17 and created consterna- 
tion among the Spaniards. 

Queen Regent'* Birthday. 

Madrid. July 22.— Thursday was the 
queen's birthday (she was born July 
21, 1858), but, "owing to the nation's 
circumstances," the usual official re- 
ceptions and banquets were suppress- 
ed. The only ceremony was a private 
mass celebrated in the chapel of the 
royal palace. The royal family and 
the court attended this serv ice. 

Over Seven Thousand Left. 

San Francisco, July 22.— After the 
troops going to Manilla on the Rio de 
Janeiro embark on that vessel on Fri- 
day, there will remain at Camp Mer- 
ritt 223 officers' and 7,918 enlisted men.

Rendered Ky Judge Durelle in a Case From 
Louisville Affecting Corporations. 



Lorisvn.LE, Ky., July IS.— Judge Du- 
relle, of the Court of Appeals, rendered 
an opinion to-day which is of the greatest 
interest to Kentucky incorporations. 

The court holds, in the case of John L. 
Dodd against Charles Gibson and others, 
that cumulative system of voting for Di- 
rectors of incorporations formed before 
the new Constitution became effective is 
proper. Mr. Dodd, it will be remem- 
bered, waa elected a Director in the 
Louiaville Bridge Company March 7th, 
lSi*8. He waa elected by the minority 
stockholders, who voted in the cumula- 
tive manner. Mr. James B. Speed was 
the choice of the majority stockholders. 
Four other Directors were chosen by the 
majority stockholders. 

Mr. Dodd was refused admiesion at the 
first meeting of the new stockholders, 
and appealed to the court for an injunc- 
tion to prevent the other directors from 
excluding him from the meetings. The 
case falling to the law and equity divi- 
sion, Judge Tonev granted the injunction. 
An appeal was taken, with the above re- 
sult. 

The majority of the stock in the com- 
pany is owned by the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company.

It Will Become a Part of the Volunteer 
Army Next Monday— Sunday's 
Excursion. 



The Lexington Leader says: "Monday 
is the day on which Governor Bradley 
will present the commissions to the offi- 
cers of the regiment and then the Fourth 
Kentucky Infantry will be a part of the 
vjlunteer army and ready to receive the 
orders of the Adjutant General of the 
United States army.

Indianapolis, July 22— The Dra 
matic Order Knights of Khorassan wlh 
take a prominent part during the week 
of the biennial encampment of the 
uniform rank and the biennial con- 
vention of the supreme lodge. Knights 
of Pythias, to be held in this city next 
month. 

The encampment opens on Monday, 
August 22, and on the same day wIM 
begin the session of the Imperial Pah- 
ace, Knights of Kr.'.>ra»Ban. The order 
1b not a higher degree or a branch or 
side rank of the KnighU of Pythias 
but It is requisite for membership thai 
the applicant be a member of the 
Knights of Pythias. 

It Is intended as a means of culti- 
vating the social side of life and of 
bringing Pythians in a closer relation- 
ship, being to some extent similar to 
the Mystic Shrine in Masonry. 

The Yakoot Temple, with headquar- 
ters In this city, was organized April 
16, 1897, and now has about 300 mem- 
bers. It embraces all the territory of 
about 50 counties of the state and un- 
der the laws of the order Knights 
living anywhere in this territory can 
belong only to Yakoot temple. 

The sessions of the Imperial Palace, 
or highest tribunal of the order, wlil 
continue through three days. All vo- 
taries may attend the sessions but only 
the regularly elected representatives 
may vote and take part in the pro- 
ceedings. During each night the tem- 
ple will confer the secret work on 
candidates. 

For this purpose It Is the Intention 
to obtain the use of Tomllnson hall 
1f possible. Teams from Detroit, 
Goshen, Chicago, Evansvllle, Battle 
Creek and probably one or two others 
will be here to aid In this work. 

By a special dl?pensation granted 
through S. E. Earp. imperial nawab, 
by Colonel John A. Hinsey of Chicago. 
Imperial prince, authority is granted 
to confer this secret work upon all 
who may go in with classes at the ori- 
ginal price charged to charter mem- 
bers. Yakoot Temple In also author- 
ized to confer the degree upon all 
comers who are eligible regardless cf 
residence. 

On the night of Thursday, August 
2R, there will be a spectacular street 
parade in which all the 8,000 or more 
members of the order (Arabs they are 
called) will participate. 

They will wear the costly and elab- 
orate silk and plush gowns worn In 
the temple. This will likely close the 
part of the Knights of Khorassan In 
the week's doings. A banquet will 
probably follow the parade. 



OKLAHOMA. 



Something of Its Wonderful (Jrowth in a 
Few Yearn— Its liivut Nat- 
ural Kesoupcfs.

Colonel Amostireen.of OklahomaCity, 
Ok. T., familiar to many people in sev- 
eral States, waB at the Grand Wednesday 
on his way to his wife's old homestead 
in Mason County, Kentucky, near Dover. 
Colonel (ireen is a native of Virginia, but 
came to Kentucky when a young man, 
and was admitted to the Covington t>ar 
with John Q. Carlisle. He married Mies 
Bledsoe, of Mason County, a relative of 
the distinguished United States Senator 
Jesse Bledsoe. Colonel Green lived in 
Louisville for a time, and was extensively 
engaged in mining enterprises. He was 
President of the company that estab- 
lished the Kansas City Times. Of late 
years he has been a resident of Oklahoma 
City, where he and his son are engaged 
in the practice of law. Of that coining 
Southwest country he said : 

"Oklahoma Territory has now a popu- 
lation of 300,000 whites and only 8,000 
Indians, and an area of 45,000 square 
miles, over 5,000 more square miles than 
the State of Ohio. It is a very fertile and 
resourceful land. Many of its acres will 
yield over 30 bushels of wheat this sea- 
son, and t here will be an average yield of 
18 or 20 bushelB throughout. The corn 
crop promises a magnificent yield, and 
the cotton prospect is splendid. 

"Oklahoma City has a population of 
15,000, electric lights, line waterworks, 
three railroad lines, and a fourth line 
will be completed by October, giving us 
a one-mile nearer communication with 
St. Louis. We are on the North Canadian 
river, which gives us a bountifui water 
supply, in a glorious climate, where the 
rainfall from January to September is 32 
inches, all sufficient for the maturity of 
crops, fruits and vegetables. It is getting 
to be a great fruit producing region, and 
the oal resources in the Indian Terri- 



tory are unsurpassed, with manganese 
and iron ore, all in juxtaposition, as at 
Birmingham, Ala. 

"By an act of this Congress 4,000,000 
acres of land in Oklahoma Territory will 
be opened to purchase and settlement at 
{1.50 an acre, If 50 acre* being reserved for 
every Indian. Thus 4(5,000,000 will go to 
2,000 Indians, and they will have home- 
BteadB of 1(50 acres reserved besides, 
which can not be sold. The Indians will 
all be rich. A vaet area in the Indian 
Territory is to he thrown open likewise 
to purchase and white settlement, one- 
fourth of the domain each year. There 
are now 40,000 whites in the Indian Ter- 
ritory, and within five years the two ter- 
ritories will have a white population cf 
500,000. We are working to have Okla- 
hama and the Indian Territory erected 
into a grand State, and this will be effect- 
ed in the course of another national Ad- 
ministration. That would present to the 
constellation of States a commonwealth 
with an area of 68,000 square miles, one of 
the most resourceful and inviting regions 
on earth."
